RESPONSE TO MOTION TO APPEAR PRO HAC VICE 
AS PRO BONO COUNSEL 

Defendant's appointed counsel responds to the Motion to Appear Pro Hoc Vice as Pro 
Bono Counsel. Counsel respectfully moves the Court to defer any ruling on representation 
issues until defendant returns to this district. Counsel would show: 

1. Defendant has been out of this Court's jurisdiction seeking refugee status in 
Canada since April 2013. Defendant was denied refugee status and will be returned to the 
United States sometime after March 1, 2015 (Docket No. 210). it is expected that defendant 
will be ultimately returned to the Middle District and placed in pretrial detention, a process that 
may take several weeks. Counsel requests time to meet and confer with defendant before 
further addressing any representation issues. 

2. The representation issues in this case are important, for several reasons, and can 
not be resolved until defendant is returned to this district and counsel has had an opportunity 
to meet with defendant, discuss representation issues with the pro hoc vice movant, and better 
understand the current status and positions of those involved. 
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3. Undersigned is the fourth lawyer to represent defendant in this matter. 
Representation issues have already impacted and prolonged the litigation. Proceeding 
deliberately and carefully at this juncture will serve several legitimate interests, including 
judicial economy and effective assistance of counsel. A hearing is likely and cannot be held until 
after the defendant's return.
